POEMS IN CAPTIVITY. 

Mr. John Still, an Army volunteer of 
1914, first exercised his dormant gilt for 
poetry as a mental recreation during the 
time of his imprisonment in Turkey. He 
says of his verses (which he was obliged to 
fit, in infinitesimal characters, upon ten 
sheets of notepaper). that they “made 
more happy many of the eleven hundred 
and seventy-nine days I spent as a 
prisoner of war.” Mr, Still’s achievement 
testifies to that wonderful power of detach- 
ment which seems to have been mefcifully 
bestowed upon so many of the indomitable 
spirits that endured to the end in enemy 
prisons, Some of the poems in the book 
are devoted to Ceylon, where Mr, Still had 
lived before 1914; but the most appealing 
are coloured by his own experiences of war 
and captivity.

(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
The letters on the “ Ox-Gadfly,” 
appeared in the IreA Times during the last two 
weeks, show that certain, well-established facts 
with regard to the life-history of these insects 
are still, to a great extent, unknown, or are re- 
‘garded as still matters of controversy by those 
practically interested in cattle. 

The well-known warble-maggots found under 
the skin of the back from December until M 
or June are not the offspring of the large 
sucking breeze flies (which are apparently the 
insects seen and captured by several of the re- 
cent letter writers), but of smaller, hairy flies, 
rather closely resembling yellow or reddish- 
fthiled bumble bees. These, the true warble- 


| ies, can neither bite nor sting the cattle, nor 


jierce the hide; they my their eggs. on the 
beast’s hairs, each egg being furnished with a 


grooved stalk which fits over the hair. Although 


| battle are neither’ pierced nor stung by the 


warble-fly, they become greatly excited, and 
“gad” about the field when the insect ap- 
proaches. Why they should thus behave remains 
an unsolved puzzle. The warble-fly’s eggs are 
laid on the hind-legs much more often than else- 
where, but the forelegs, shoulders, and flanks 
are sometimes chosen by the fly; the back is 
rarely the place of egg-laying. The “fly season” 
lasts from May till September. 

From the eggs are hatched in three or four 
days very small spiny maggots, which crawl 
along the hairs, and bore directly into the skin. 
(They are not licked into the mouth or &wal- 
lowed). Then follows a period of wapdering 
through the beasi’s body, the course of which 
has not been fully ascertained, but young 
| warble-maggots, from j to 4 inch long, with few 
| Spines, are found in numbers in the wall of the 
| gullet from September until March. In this 
stage they wander on through the tissues, and 
reach the situation beneath the skin of the 
| back, where, in the succeeding stages of their 

life-history, they are familiar to every farmer. 

The hole in the beast’s skin over each maggot 

is bored by the insect from beneath. It serves 
| for the access of fresh air, and forms the way 
| of escape through which the maggot, when fully 
grtecs, ean work its way to the outer world, 
i fall to the ground, and, after same six weeks’ 
| rest in the pupal stage, develop into a fly.

interest the country less than the fact of the 
dcfeat. There is no need to exaggerate its sig- 
nificance, but significance it certainly has. Last 
session the common complaint against the House 
of Commons was that it was the creature of the 
Government through the. Coalition majority, 
which was slow to assert itself against the will 
of its masters. The first week of thé new .ses- 
sion is not out, but ulready the House of Com- 
mons has proved that it can be dragooned no 
longer. If this defeat shows nothing else, it 
shows, at least, that distrust of the Govern- 
ment is rife among many who were elected as 
ibeir supporters. The immediate result of the 
defeat is that the House of Commons will not 
i today. But notice has been given for Mon- 
day of a host of questions, very many of whith 
ve financial difficulties and instances of 
waste as their theme. We have 
said repeatedly that the wastefulness of the 
Government has been established for many 
months by tae testimony of a cloud of in- 
witnesses from every part of the 
country. But while Parliament was in recess 
there was no means of focussing all this evi- 
dence into a cumulative effect. The regiment 
of questions for Monday is such a focussing, 
most impressive in its volume and variety. But 
members of Parliament should not limit their 
examination of the Government to domestic

SIR E. CARSON’S WARNING. 

In the House of Commons yesterday, 

The Aliens (Restriction) Bill was further con- 
sidered on Report, the discussion being resumed 
on an emendment moved overnight by Mr. 
Tyson Wilson to delete sub-section 2 of Clause 
5, which provides that, if any alien promotes, 
or attempts to promote, industrial unrest in 
any industry in which he is not bona fide en- 
gaged, he shall be liable to three months’ im- 
prisonment. 

On @ division the amendment was rejected by 
166 votes to 50. 

Commander Kenworthy moved to exempt from 
the operation of the sub-section a bona fide 
official of a registered trade union. He said 
that he moved the amendment primarily in the 
interests of the trade union movement, many 
of whose members were aliens, as in the tailor- 
ing trade. 

Mr. Shortt (Home Secretary) opposed the 
amendment. He said that a man who remained 
an alien could not be allowed to interfere in 
the affairs of any trade outside his own. 

Mr. Hodge said that he thought that the 
sub-section should be modified. Under it a 
foreign delegate could be prevented from speak- 
ing on trade matters in this country. 

Mr. Shortt said that no foreign delegate, 
speaking on general industrial queetions, would 
be interfered with. It was only if he at- 
tempted to stir up unrest in trade that he 
would come under the sub-section. 

Mr. Neil Maclean said that we were paying 


£5,000 a week in subsidies for the trainiag of 
Russian officers. Wealthy aliens were permitted | 
to promote unrest in regard to Russia, but 
working men were to be differently treated. 
This was panic legisiation. 

Sir Thomas C. Werner said that we did not 
want the leadership of foreigners. 

The amendment was rejected by 251 votes to 


Sir Herbert Nield moved to amend the sub- 
section, so as to prevent any alien from pro- 
moting, or attempting to promote, industrial 
unrest in any industry in which he had not 
been bona fide engaged for at least two years. 

Mr, Shortt deprecated the introduction of any 
limit of time. The test was one, not of years, 
but of whether a man was a bona fide worker 
in the trade. That question would be decided | 
by the judge. 

Mr. Hodge said that he considered that there 
was grave danger in the sub-section es it now 
stood. 

Sir John Butcher and General Page Croft 
pressed the acceptance of the amendment, 
which, they claimed, imposed no undue hard- 
ship on aliens. 

Mr. Shortt said that, in view of the feeling 
of the House, he would not oppose the amend- 
ment. 

The amendment was accordingly carried. 


ALIENS AND PILOTAGE 
CERTIFICATES. 


On Clause 4, which provides that no alien 
shall hold a pilotage certificate for any pilotage 
district in the Umited Kingdom, 

Mr. Shortt moved to add: “‘except in the cases 
for which special provision is made by the 
Pilotage Act, 1913.” 

Mr. Inskip opposed the amendment as an 
attempt. to evade the intention. of the Clause, 
which was carried against the Government in 
Committee. 

Mr. Wignall said that the amendment would 
give to aliens the privileges they possessed 
prior to the war. 

Sir Auckland Geddes said that the Act-of 
1913 related only to 24 foreign masters, who 
were entitled to ferry their boats into, or ont 
of, Grimsby or Newhaven, as they did about 
every two days. None of these masters be- 
longed to any of the nations with which we had 
been at war, and their number could not be 
increased. It wes not a question of aliens 
acting as British pilots. The Act of 1915 was 
the outcome of a Convention entered into with 
France, the terms of which were mutually 
satisfactory. 

Mr. Brand expressed surprise at the Govern- 
ment proposal. No certificate should be given 
to an alien to pilot our channels, 


SIR FREDERICK BANBURY’S 


PROPOSAL. 


Sir Frederick Banbury proposed thet the Go- 
vernment amendment should read—‘* Except in | 
ihe case of France, to which country the special 
provisions made by the Pilotage Act of 1915 
shall apply.’ : 

Mr. Shortt said that as hie support of the 
amendment was based entirely on the Anglo- 
French Convention he would accept this pro- 
posal. 

Sir Watson Rutherford urged, in the light of 
experience gained during the war, that the 
House should make a clean cut in this 
matter, and confine the granting of pilotage 
certificates to British-born subjects. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Sir Edward Carson asked what would be the 
effect of adopting Sir Frederick Banbury's 
amendment on nations which now enjoyed the 


Sir Auckland Geddes said that he was advised 
that it would not involve us in any difficulty 
with any other nation. The Government were 
willing to limit their proposal, but they could 
not depart from the Convention entered into 
with France just before the war, under which 
this country received very substantial benefits. 

Sir Edward Careon eaid that he was not 
satisfied that we received reciprocal treatment 
under the Convention. He believed that there 
was grave danger that other nations would 
make a similar claim upon us to what France 
hed made, and that we should again find our- 
selves in the position we were in before the 
war. He supported the proposal for a clean 
cut. 

Sir Frederick Banbury's 
agreed to.

According to a message from Stockholm on 
Wednesday, Trotsky has issued a communique, 
announcing that the day is a critical one, and 
that the Red troops have retired to the heights 
of Puikova, the extreme limits of the devences 
of Petrograd, and that if they retire any 
further the fighting will be transferred within 
the walls of the city.

LORD BUCKMASTER 
AND WAR PROFITS. 


LORD MILNER'’S HOPEFUL

NO FURTHER BURDEN ON 
-" SMALLER INCOMES. 

In the House ‘of Lords yesterday, 

Lord Buckmaster called’ attention to the 
gravity of the financial position in. which the 
country stood, and moved that, in the opinion 
of the House, it#pwas essential that further 
taxation Bhould be instantly imposed. He said 
that the country was in a very. grave and 
dangerous position, and it was the duty of 
everyone to do what he could by way of counsel 
and assistance, to help to remedy a state of 
affairs which, unless it was speedily and effec- 
tively cured, threatened to ruin the whole com- 
inonwealth The motion was not intended in 
any way af a vote of censure on the Govern- 
ment, though it was tmpossible to dissociate 
them from the financial position. Expenditure 
was largely a matter of policy, and policy was 
for the Government alone. Nor could the 
Government plead that they had been stimu- 
lated in the course they had followed by the 
House of Commons, for they had a larger and 
more docile following in the House than at any 
time since the pocket boroughs were abolished. 
The responsibility was one which the Govern 
ment could not avoid. The motion was confined 
strictly to finance. He thought at one time 
that it would be desirable to include the indus- 
trial situation, but he avoided that, being 
anxious not to extend the area of discussion 
needlessly. But so far as-our industrial difficul- 
ties were associated with the desire of the men 
tor better wages and better conditions, our finan- 
cial situation lay at the very root and gore of 
the mischici. 

POSITION OF LEGAL TENDER. 

There were one or two outstanding facts. The 
amount of legal tender existing before the war 
was 214 millions, but at the time the Budget 
was introduced it had mounted to 540 millions, 
ana that had been increased oniy a fortnight 
ago by a further issue of 78 millions. All the 
time the gold reserve remained stationary. The 
value of every pound sterling before the war 
had, therefore, been reduced by more than 50 
per cent. While that process of currency in- 
flation continued, industrial discontent would 
continue, and prices were bound to remain high. 
Ways and Means advances, which were 455 
millions at the beginning of the year, were now, 
even after the flotation of the Loan, only 35 
millions lower. Finally, it was stated that our 
daily expenditure exceeded, by {wo millions, our 
daily revenuc. He quoted that figure with hesi- 
tation, though it was taken from a Government 
publication. The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
said that if we did not increase production, and 
if we continued spending at the present rate, it 
would lead us straight to bankruptcy. The 
Government did not appear to have heeded that 
warning, but had continued on their course with 
unabated speed. In view of these facts, it was 
important to make an estimate of our national 
wealth, and the possibilities of the future. The 
wealth ol the country consisted of our oversea 
credits, our internal resources, the amount of 
our stock of manufactured and marketable com- 
modities, and our power to produce those com- 
modities in ubundant quantities in the future. 
The war had largely-. denuded us of oversea 
credit, and substituted in its place a debt of a 
larger amount Our national resources were 
confined to coul and iron. Our coal trade was 
in such a state that they knew perfectly well 
that they were going to faee a winter in which 
many would suffer grave discomfort, and the 
weak and poor would certainly suffer increased 
sickness an? mortality from lack of coal. 

WORKERS AND FALSE CURRENCY. 

It was plain that, unless, and until, some 
clear understanding would be effected with the 
industrial workers, the dream of imcreased pro- 
duction- the only thing on which the Prime 
Minister and the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
hung their hopes of avoidance Of -disaster—was 
impossible. Good will could only be affected by 
ceasing to moek the efforts of the men by false 
currency. At present every struggle they made 
was cheated of its results by the operation of 
financial laws which they found it difficult to 
understand, and which they could do nothing 
to control. We were all ready to be ruined 
rather than be defeated in the. war, but we 
were not willing to be rained now that We had 
won, His complaint was that, in the cireum- 
stances in which the Government found them- 
selves, they had been prodigal of the. nation’s 
money, and had not taken proper steps to safe- 
guard the national interests. In February Lord 
Faringdon moved a resolution in that House, 
and pointed oug the dangers. He (Lord Buck- 
master) then suggested that a committee should 
be appointed to see what the country could 
afford to pay. Lord Milner approved the sugges- 
tion, but nothing at all had been done in that 
direction lord d'Abernon had introduced a 
motion on the question of paper money, but 
baat had no effect, and until August 8th, when 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer spoke of the 
imminence to bankruptey, the Government ap- 
bhr to have taken no steps to curtail expen- 
diture, 


A REVIEW OF OUR EXPENSES. 


The thing that was most important was to. see 
what would be our expenses when normal times 
for the taxation that would meet 
that expenditure ought to be imposed to-day. 
Four hundred millions would have to be pro- 
vided to mect interest on the debt. and to pro 
vide a very moderate sinking fund. Pensions 
would make one hundred millions, and educa- 
tion, old age pensions, and insurance another 
seventy We should be cheaply out 
of the railway and transport expenditure at 
fifty millions, while we had to face the fact 
that housing, which found no place whatever 
in the skeleton balance sheet put forward by 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, was going to 
be a heavy burden upon the State. Houses, 
which it had been promised would’ grow like 
mushrooms, did not appear; but it would have 
to be done if this was to be a happy country. 
Summing up the situation, Lord Buckmaster 
that IE meant that six hundred millions 
would have to be provided by direct taxation— 
an equivaient of a ten shillings in the £ income 
tax. The three proposals to meet it were— 
First, a general capital levy ; secondly, a capital 
levy on profits made during the war: and 
thirdly, a ten-shilling income tax. A weneral 
capital levy was open to many objections. You 
could not he sure that the process, once begun, 
would ever stop. People who might get control 
of the reins of Government, who honestly hated 
the capitalistic system, might use it as a means 
of ending it altogether. Further, it was bound 
to be unfair to penalise thrift and embarrass 
industry. A levy on profits made during the 
war would allay the resentment universally felt 
against men who used the opportunity of the 
nation’s greatest need as a means of private 
gain. People saw men who bad risen in five 
years to almost unheard-of affluence, simply by 
trafficking with the Governmeni, and only too 
often the positions thus obtaimed were uséd 
with little regard for the feelings of others, and 
with all the carelessness, ostentatien, and vul- 
garity only too often associated with quickly 
gotten wealth. It was difficult to repress the 
feeling that a man who had profited while 
others had sacrificed all they held dear should 
be called upon to pay back. He owned, he 
felt it, and his feelings were shared by others, 
The tax on war profits would restore to the 
State the money which most people thought 
ought never to have been parted with in such 
profusion, and it would do more to unite this 
country once more than any other scheme yet 
divulged. He thought it would be found that 
both the increased Income Tax and the War 
Profits Tax would have eventually to be applied, 
Something great had to be done if the country 
was to be lifted out of the financial slough in 
which it found itself, People seemed to get 
accustomed to the sound of the words “national 
benkruptey,”” which, we were told, was the 
alternative. They ought to reflect what it 
meant. It would mean the repudiation of our 
national obligations—a dishonour second oaly to 
defeat by the enemy, the complete collapse of 
domestic credits, and every credit overseas. It 
meant that. insufficient food would be got into 
the country to feed the people, and that hunger 
and famine would follow, The centre of com- 
mercial power, and possibly that of political 
power, would shift from this country, and for 
the first time in history the waters of the 
Thames would wash ‘deserted wharyts and 
empty palaces, .The-road he pointed te was the 
road of sacrifices, but it was the road, and the 
only road, of safety.

VISCOUNT MILNER. 

Viscount Milner said that he was somewhat 
surprised that a greater number of noble lords 
had not addressed the House. He would have 
preferred them to wait, before entering on a 
discussion on questions of such gravity, until 
they had received the figures to be shortly pre- 
sented to both Houses of Parliament, containing 
eee estimates for expenditure for the coming 

nancial year, and for the future. As it was, 
he was placed in the unfortunate position of 
having to speak for the Government on a ques- 
tion of this difficulty without being able to 
refer to vital figures, and many of the most 
important speeches against the Government 
would be made after he had spoken. 
It might be said that it did not matter about 
the precise details, because the general position 
was perfectly clear. But the general situation 
was very far from clear. The uncertain factors 
were extremely numerous. Some of them—very 
important—were entirely beyond the control of 
the Government, especially some large items of 
receipts. I defy any man, said Lord Milner, 
however well versed he may be in making esti- 
mates of revenue and expenditure, to speak at 
this moment with any assurance as to the posi- 
tion in which we shall find ourselves at the end 
of the present financial year, much less how we 
shall fare in the course of the next financial 
year. Continuing, Lord Milner said that they 
would be in a better position to judge when 
they had the promised figures. But even then 
there would be many elements of uncertainty. 
Things might turn out a great deal better or a 
great deal worse, according to the course. of 
events. at home and abroad. Many countries 
which were debtors to us were in an unsettled 
condition. 

THE “BLUE RUIN” CRY. 

Nevertheless, with all this doubt and uncer- 
taimty, he was prepared to maintain that the 
financial position of the country, serious as it 
was—and it was far less serious than that of 
any great country, except the United States 
and, perhaps, Japan—was not sufficient to justify 
the talk of blue ruin in which so many people 
indulged, nor was it sufficient to justify us in 
making any rash changes in our fiscal system. 
Additional taxation might be necessary. He 
fully admitted it, although he did not admit 
that its necessity had yet been proved. In any 
case, it was incumbent upon them to proceed 
with the utmost deliberation, giving the most 
close and careful study to the various sources 
from which additional taxation could most 
safely and most justly be derived. 

CAPITAL LEVY CONDEMNED. 

It would be a most delicate operation to in- 
dulge in the novel expedient of a general capital 
levy. Without going into any of the proposals 
which had been broached, he remarked gene- 
rally that irreparable mischief might be done 
to the recovery of trade and industry—which 
was proceeding rapidly and well, and would, if 
great industrial trouble could be averted, pro- 
ceed with amazing rapidity—by any rash and 
precipitate step in the direction indicated. There 
was a belief that the Government did not 
realise the gravity of the situation, or of the 
necessity for taking the most drastic steps to 
stop all wasteful expenditure. If there was any 
member of the Government who had not been 
constantly alive to the necessity of taking 
drastic steps to step wasteful expenditure, all ne 
could say was that he had never met him. Hé 
entirely denied that the Government was supine 
in this respect. The number of complex and 
urgent problems arising as the aftermath of 
the war, which had to be dealt with, was over- 
whelming. The process of re-establishing checks 
on expenditure was bound to be a. 
one... Money. -had heen running away through’ 
a hundred channels, and it “might be still 
running away through some. The Treasury 
had been reorganised, and = 86 immensely 
strengthened in the endeavour to restore and 
improve its control over expenditure. 

ENORMOUS REDUCTIONS. 

There were only a certain munber of people 
who could deal with these matters, and they 
had rightly concentrated on the main sources of 
expenditure, but the effect of the enormous re- 
ductions that had been made in the main items 
of expenditure could not be apparent im. 
mediately. Millions of men had to be brought 
home and demobilised as fast as was physically 
possible. That meant great expense ai the 
moment. That was only one instance. Weekly 
returns of revenue and expenditure were abso- 
lutely misleading in the middle of such a 
transformation as we were going through. 
When the whole activities and industrics of the 
country wore being switched fyom one kind of 
production to another, weekly returns were no 
guide at all. We were still living on borrowed 
money, and it was impossible to do otherwise 
this year. It would have been impossible to 
drop at once to normal expenditure, if all the 
circumstances had been the most favourable it 
was possible to imagine. In fact the circum- 
stances were extremely unfavourable. We had 
had troubles in Afghanistan and Egypt, and, 
more gerious still, the condition of the Near 
East was such that the reduction of our forces 
in that part of the world had had ‘to be slowed 
down. It would be a desperate kind of 
economy to run the risk of another war in 
order to save even an appreciable number of 
millions. On the other hand, very large sums 
which they had counted on receiving this year 
would not be received. That did not mean 
that this would not be recovered. As a result 
of these unfavourable accidents, the deficit for 
the year, which the Chancellor estimated at 
round about 250 millions, would be largely ex- 
ceeded. The actual amount of the excess, and 
the reasons for it, would be contained in the 
papers to be presented. Even that would only 
be a rough approximation, and it would be 
due, to @ great extent, not to increased expen- 
diture, but to deferred receipts. That was, 
broadly speaking, the position. It was re 
grettable, but he did not admit that it was due 
to any neglect*on the part of the Gevernment: 
It was due to changed circumstances which 
they could not control. 

MOVING TOWAROS THE NORMAL. 


The position, while regrettable, wes certainly 
not catastrophic. The present financial year 
was a hundred leagues from normal. The con 
dition of the second half of the financial year 
would be nearer normal, and the process of 
moving towards normal expenditure would be, 
barring unforeseenable circumstances, rapid 
and progressive. But he was not prepared to 
guy that even in the next year they would 
not have some over-lapping of war expenditure, 
or that the position would be one which could 
be described as really normal. There was only 
one way of regarding the expenditure of the 
present financial year, and that was, to regard 
it as part of our war burden. It had been 
said that our ultimate war burden would 
be 8,000 millions. He could not say 
whether that was accurate, (hough personally 
he dared say it was not far from the mark. 
But that, of course, was the gross debt. People 
who spoke of our permanent war burden as 
8,000 millions made a number of assumptions, 
some of which were certainly wholly wrong. 
They assumed that we should have no more 
war assets coming in from the sale of surplus 
material, and that we should get not one penny 
of the 1,600 millions due from foreign countries, 
or any of the 200 millions due from the Do. 
minions, and that we should get nothing what- 
ever out ot Germany. Some of those a6 UM p- 
tions were entirely wrong. We had several 
hundred milhons still to i 
liquidation of war assets. The receipts from 
that source would be larger next year, owing to 
realisation being delayed. The debts our 
Dominions must certainly all be regarded as 
yood debts, When they came to the debts 
from foreign countries and rmany, the 
amount was inore speculative, but it surely was 
preposterous to suppose that while we were 
going to pay what we owed foreign countries 
te the last penny, f were going

How could we suppose such a state of thing 
as that? It was an insult to the great Allies 
who were our principal debtors dust as he 
disbelieved the extravagant estimates formerly

|. AN INNER HISTORY.

THE FIRST STAGE. .. 

The Times publishes. to-day the first of 
series of articles dealing with the inner history 
of the Irish Convention of 1917-18 by a Special 
Correspondent. We are permitted to repro- 
duce the following extracts :— 

The official ‘report of the Irish Convention of 
1917-18 is to be found in a Blue Book. (C.D. 
9,019). The form of such publications is not 
appetising to the casual reader, even tough, 
in this case, the substance is relieved by &. 
preface from “ The Chair,” which possesses for 
some the charm of indiscretion. The book is 
a record of a failure, perhaps the saddest of all 
failures in the history of Ireland. Nevertheless, 
now that the British public may shortly be 
called upon once more to judge the merits of an 
endeavour to settle the set Irish difficulty, 
there ‘is a useful purpose to be served in telling, 
briefly, frankly, and truthfully, the story of 
which the official report is at best a bald, even 
if painfully correct, outline. 

DISADVANTAGES OF PRIVACY. 

Regulation 27A of the Defence of the Realm 
Regulations forbade the Press to publish any 
acopunts save the official bullgtins of the pro- 
ceedings of the Convention. It, therefore, 
suffered from the disadvantages of privacy, 
without the compensations of real secrecy. 
After referring to the inauguration of the Con- 
vention, the Correspondent writes -—The 
dominant personality of the Nationalist represen- 
tation was Mr. John Redmond. He was out- 
standingly the greatest figure during his at- 
tendance of the deliberations. In the maturity 
of his political judgment, he sought father for 
peace among his fellow-countrymen than for 
tactical advantages. Men who had for years 
opposed him bitterly in politics were won to 
conviction of his single-mindedness. Save 
Unionists, only a few were manifestly in schism | 
—the late Mr. W. M. Murphy, propriet6r of the 
Irish Independent, in whose columns the Irish 
Parliamentary Party had been consistently as- 
sailed, a cold, business-like man, pertinacious 
and intractable, of whom the rank and file of 
Nationalists were throughout patiently efraid; 
Mr. George Russell, better known as the poet 
and economist, ‘“‘ 4,” and the youngest mem- 
ber, Mr. E. E. Lysaght. ' The last two were 
reputed to have sympathy With Sinn Fein, and 
knowledge of its point“of view. Mr. Lysaght, 
especially, spoke as the self-appointed herald of 
the Irish proletariat. 

The background to such well-known Irish 
figures as those of Mr. Redmond and Mr. Devlin 
was formed of the chairmen of county councils. 
Practical men of standing in their county, they 
held their offices by virtue of popular election. 

Another group, perhaps the most influential 
in the Convention, though they never acted 
collectively, was that of the four Roman 
Catholic prelates. Yet another consisted of the 
representatives of Labour. No single body, 
although they were by no means unanimous 
in their political views, worked harder, or 
made greater sacrifices, for the sake of settle- 
ment, 

THE UNIONIST GROUPS. 

The Southern Unionist Party, a group of nine, 
The product of a 
combination of the greatest and most sacred 
of British institutions, with the habit and air 
of a Consular training, he won, later, from the 
Nationalisie, the indulgence usually reserved for 
the neophyte, in addition to the respect which 
he commanded from the first as a distinguished 
politician. He was powerfully assisted by Dr. 
Bernard, then the Protestaxt Archbishop of 
Dublin, a man of extended outlook, and of 
concentrated determination, and was fortunate 
in counting seyeral Irishmen of recognised 
ability among his following. 

The Ulster Unionist Party, numbering 
twenty, and most sternly disciplined of all, was 
led by Mr. H. T, Barrie and Lord Londonderry. 
Mr. Barrie displayed considerable ability. He 
had a natural precision of utterance, which 
may have helped f conceal a suspected absence 
of precision in the policy of his party. His 
style was one of facile melancholy, admirably 
adapted for the proposal of a vote of con- 
dolence. In public he was a master of 
“aggrievance.”’ Of Lord Londonderry there 
will be occasion to speak hereafter. 

THE ULSTER DELEGATES’ STATUS. 

In constituting the Convention, the Govern 
ment made one irreparable’ blunder. They 
omitted to secure that the Ulster Unionists 
should be hound by an undertaking aa to the 
status of their delegates, and as to their atti- 
tude towards a possible settlement. Mr. Red- 
mond had given to the. Government an sasur- 
ance that, if he gave his assent to a particular 
echeme, he would use every effort to secure its 
acceptance by the Irish people. The Southern 
Unionists had imdicated that, if adequate safe- 
guards were offered to them, they would loyally 
support the proposals which comprised them. 
Unionist Ulster gave no pledge at all, and 
pleaded that, as a minority, her delegates could 
only act ad referendum. In effect, those dele- 
gates held little more than a “‘ watching brief.” 
tl was not until the proceedings were well on 
their way that the singularity and equivocal 
nature of this position became clear. It was, 
throughout, bitterly resented hy the Nation- 
alists, by the Southern Unionists, and by 
Labour. 

SIR HORACE PLUNKETT. 

Referring to the first meeting of tne Con- 
vention, on July 25th, 1917, and the election of 
Sir Horace Plunkett aa Chairman, the Corre- 
spondent says:—-He enjoyed a cross-bench posi- 
tion, without the full qualifications of a crosa- 
hence ind, Abt first he strove to maintain 
impartiality, but the effort yielded to his 
energetic optimism, and he eventually became 
the partisan of the moderate Nationalists. His 
strength in office was a lovable character, great 
physical courage in_the face of ill-health, and 
a rerutation for disinterestedness. His weak- 
ness was impatience of inconvenient facts, and 
an inability to retain the confidence of those 
with whom he did not agree. To the work of 
the Convention he lent himself with an un- 
untiring devotion. 


SEVEN SCHEMES. 


Of the numerous schemes which had reached 
the Secretariat, seven were chosen as of 
greatest importance. Several of these were 
the work of members of the Convention, the 
others that of outsiders who may desire to re- 
main nameless, Mr. W. M. Murphy presented 
a draft bill, based on the Dominion model. 
Its salient feature was the suggestion of a 
double Parliamentary Register, and a double 
representation of each constituency—one mem- 
ber to be elected by & panel of electors, based 
on a property qualification; the other by the 
ordinary electors. 

The Provost of Trinit 
tion on the Swiss model; Lord MacDonnell, 
another, following the. Dominion principle. 
Lord Dunraven’s suggestion was the creation of 
Provincial Grand Committees, with power to 
secure the separate consideration of any bill, 
in so far as it affected the province opposing it. 
He proposed the retention of Irish representa- 
tion at Westminster. The scheme, of which 
the authors called themselves “ Two Irishmen,” 
proposed a setti¢ment on the Dominion plan, 
including Couneils with defined powers for each 
of the Lrigh provinces. 

Another proposed separate Legislative powers 
for Ulster and for the remainder of Ireland, 
the members of, Parliament for the two areas 
being empowered to sit separately, and to 
submit their respective bills to an Irish House 
of Lords. The seventh, based on the Canadian 
model, proposed foúr Irish provincial councils, 
with a Federal Parliament in Dublin. Most 
of the schemes had a strong element of Con- 
servatism. Node proposed, as a basis, the ex- 
clusion of Ulster. 

A VERY HUMAN IMPEDIMENT, 

With this diversity of suggestion the Conven- 
tion was faced, but there was a very human 
impediment in the way of serious discus- 
sion of any proposal on provincial 
Councils. Ireland is a small country; the county

THE SOCIALISTIC SYSTEM, 

Rev. Lombard McKenna gaid that the paper 
had put the Catholic view of the question of 
property. There was & modern cry that all 
property should be abolished in the individual, 
and that all should belong to the State. It 
was strange that that doctrine should appeal to 
the people. But he thought it appeeled only to 
men suffering from the unbearable evils of the 
modern world. The Socialist cries are the crive 
of an angry world, and they lose sight of very 
important considerations. The first considera- 
tion that they lose sight of is that there is an 
instinct in the human heart to own— 
(hear, hear)-and that that instinct 
impels man to own an abundance 
not merely of clothes and food, bug of the 
things that will produce wealth, and that will go 
on producing wealth. (Hear, hear.) Under a 
Socialistic system & condition of things would 
arise in which a few men would obtain power 
to trample on the vast majority of their fellow- 
men. [t was also quite certain that any sys 
tem must rest upon some kind of representa- 
tion, and, as at present, men would be chosen 
as representatives not because they were the 
best men from the public point of view, but 
because they were adepts at rigging elections 
and hoodwinking the people. (Hear, hear, and 
laughter.) That sort of person would have 
abundant opportunities under the kind of Social, 
ism that was being advocated by irreligious 
people, and they would not be slow to avail 
of them. The question was—which of the 
States was the better; was it better that man 
should be dependent on a collective body of 
which he forms a part, a man to be a w 
earner of the State, or that man should have 
some solid wealth—land, house, a share in pro- 
ductive enterprise—in wich the individual 
would have something that would satiafy the 
instinct of ownership in bis heart, and which 
inspire him to defend it, and also serve an a 
standby in time of difficulty or danger, so 
that he would hot be completely dependent on 
the goodwill of those about him.

They gratefully ac- 
knowledge the uwutiring inte rest of your Majesties in 
ail that concerned the weliare of the troops and 
Sailors, and your gracidus care for the sick and 
wounded among them, as well as for the home 
workers—men and women. And pray that Your 
Maiesties mar be plenteously endued with heavenly 
gifix, and thai God may grant you in health and 
wealth long to reign over us. 

THE PRIMATE’S ADDRESS. 

The Primate, in onening bis address, referred 
to the deaths of Mr. 8. H. Monroe, Mr. R. J. 
Harden, and Rev. A. Dowds, 
Ashavily. Proceeding, he said:—We have de 
voied much time and thought to the pressing 
question of the augmentation of clerical stipends 
in our diocese; and while not forgeiting what 
our diocese hopes to do for the Central Emer- 
gency Fund for the clergy of the whole Church 
of Ireland, the Counril subniit for your approval 
to-day & carefully thoughi-out scheme, which 
offers to every parish in the diocese an oppor- 
tunity and a stimulus for augmenting, not in a 
temporary, bui in a permanent manner, the in- 
comes of all our clergy. The appeal for the 
whole Church is in the hands of the lay mem- 
bers of our Diocesan Council, and has already 
met with a certain measure of success. It is be- 
coming imcreasingly plain that the incomes of 
our clergy leid down in our Diocesan Schemes 
nearly fifty years ago are utterly inadequate at 
the present time owing to the enormously in- 
creased cost of living. We cannot expect the 
continuance of an educated mimisitry im the 
future unless drastic changes are introduced. 
Manual labour has received enormous increase 
in weekly wages. An artisan and a labourer 
now receive higher remunerati¢n than many of 
those who minister to them in spiritual things. 
(Applause.) We do not grudgé the labourer his 
hire—far from it. But the mah whose prepara- 
tion and education have cost his parents at least 
£1,000 is as mich entitled to be considered as 
the map who has received his education free. 
Parents and schoolmasters, 1 am porry to say, 
are not encouraging our young lads to prepare 
themselves for Holy Orders. They tel! them that 
it iw equally possible to serve God in secular eni- 
ployments, where they will be sure of a com- 
petency-—and in a sense this is true. But once 
lot the standard for our future clergy be 
lowered, and the status of the minisiry de- 
graded, and religion will undergo a deplorable 
eclipse, and the wity of our Church will suffer 
incalealable loss. I do believe that Church 
people require only to realise the absolute need 
ior mereased support of the stated ministry, 
and already 1 see hopefu! indications that a new 
era of more generous giving is abont LO dawn. 
people must realiee thet the annual eub- 
scription of Zs. or 2s. Gd. from any wage earning 
member of the Church is a miserable offering to 
God. Lt suggeste whai a man pays for his dog 
tax! Amd the oid Jewimh Law in Deuteronomy 
laxl down this command—* Thou shalt vot bring 
the price of a dog into the sanctuary"! Every 
Jew gave far more than one-tenth of bis income 
to the service of God, and if Christian folk only 
decided on some form of definite and proper- 
tionate giving, there would be no longer any 
for constant appeals on behalf of 
needs or for missionary organivetions 
hear.) : 

DUTY OF THE PARISHES.

RESIDENT MAGISTRATE’S 
COMMENT. 

At Derry Petty Sessions, on Wednesday, seven 
wholesale firma in the city—Holmes, Mullen, and 
Dunne, Henry 8. Hamilton, Glenn and Hay, 
John R. Hastings, Lid.; McConnell and Co., 
Alex. McCay and Co,, and R. J. Black and Co.— 
wore charged with supplying sugar to retailers 
throughout the North-West without having 4 
voucher from the Food Controller. 

Mr. P. M. O'Sullivan, of the Food Control De- 
partment, said that an oxamination of the 
books of the firms showed that sugar hed been 
supplied to several retailers without vouchers, 
and that in some cases where the firms held 
vouchers quantities in excess of those authorised 
were supplied. Im come cases the quantities 
were not large, and in some they were very 
cousiderable. 

District Inspector McDonagh—It was eccord- 
ing to the way the poteen was being turned 
out. 

Mr. O'Sullivan said that, the quantisies varied 
in the case of Holmes, Mullen, and Dunne, from 
a ton to 2 cwis. The firm expressed regret for 
what had oceurred. They pointed out that they 
had a surplus, and that they were pressed by 
these retailers. ‘The firms should have reported 
to the Food Controller that they had this 
surplus, and if available it would come im very 

handy now. 

Mr. Hardy, R.M., eaid that they knew very 
well what this engur was used for. It was not 
for a legitimate purpose. The list of places 
where it went to was eloquent. 

Mr. Scott, for Messrs. Hpimes, Mullen, and 
Dunne, said that the surplus arose through re 
tailera returnmg brown sugar, which the people 
would not use. All those who. held vouchers 
had been sapplied, and the surplus which re- 
mained was disposed of in the ordimary way 
without any attempt to make an exorbitant 
profit. 

Mr. Hardy, R.M., said that a firm of sab- 
stance and repute in the city had been guilty of 
a gross and general disregard of these arders, 
but the sinister elemnent in the case—the elemeut 
that they could not shut ther eyes to—was thial 
these quantities of sugar weet into certain 
parts of the country, and there was no use dis- 
guising the use that it was put to. When they 
rou in the newspapers ebout poteen-making 

people hold up their hands in horror, and say 
it was dreadfol. It wes a dreadful thing that 
respectable firms should contribute to it, and 
add to their gains in this way. The magistrates 
imposed a ponsity of 50s, in each of the 95 cases 
against the firm, with costs. 

There were 65 summonsts against Henry 8. 
Hamilton and Co., and in each a similar penalty 
was imposed. There were nine a Glenn 
‘end Hay, 14 azeinet John R. H and Co., 
19 against McConnell and Co., 22 against Alex. 
McCay and Cé., and seven against R. J. Black 
and Co. As the quentities of sugar were 
smaller, a fine of 20s. in regard to each sum- 
mona in these Ave cases was imposed.
